THE EARL OF CARNARVON’S REPLY TO 
PARNELL’S BECENT SPEECH.

Ne Denial ef the Meeting With the Irish 
Leaders—The ‘Daily Telegraph” Con- 
verted te Home Rule—Archbishop Walsh 
on the Papal Rescript—The Pepe 
Takes Exceptions to Mr. Parnell’s

Lowpon, May 11.—Carnarvon, in a long let 
ter to the Times, this morning, replies to Par- 
nell’s aceount of the negotiations between 
Salisbury’s Government and the Parnellites in 
1885. He does not deny that he met Parnell 
secretly in an empty house, and aboveall does 
not challenge the authenticity of the corre- 
spondence published by Parnell, from which 
all impartial observers draw but one conclu- 
sion, that Carnarvon used his influence to in« 
duce his colleagues to adopt a home rule 
policy, at first with every prospect of success, 
but eventually when it was made clear thas 
the Tories could not obtain a majority even 
with the aid of the Parnell vote, the nego- 
tiations fell through. Carnarvon attempts 


| to show that he was halting between several 


opinions, and merely seeking information 
from men of all parties. According to his ac- 
count he was quite prepared to believe that 
bome rule or the government of Ireland as a 
crown colony, was a possible solution of the 
question. As these plans are as wide as poles 
asunder, Carmarvon may be sald to rival Maci- 
vor,the member of Parliament who was known 
as the ‘‘man of open mind,’’ becduse he sub- 
scribed both to the Liberation Society for dis- 
establishing the church andthe Church De- 
fense Society onthe grounds that both sides 
were entitied to a hearing. 
CONVERTED TO HOME RULE. 

There are rumors that the Daily Telegraph 
intends to come over to the cause of home 
rule. Both Sir Edwin Arnold, editor, and 
George Augustus Sala, principal contributor, 
attended Parnell’s banquet at the Eighty Club. 
The Telegraph has the largest circulation of all 
the London papers, and its support would in- 
sure again of several London seats to the 
Gladstonians. As itis, the leaders of the Lib- 
eral party confidently reckon on a gain of 
from ten to fifteen seats in London at the next 
general election. 

MRS. BURNETT’S TRIUMTR. 

Mrs. Burnett who, much courted here just 
now in society, has achieved a veritable 
triumph fn the law courts, and established the 
right of an author to prevent the making of 
even asingle copy of an unauthorized play con- 
taining passages identical in form or substance 
with parts of the novel. It is possibile that 
Justice Sterling’s decision of yesterday will be 
reversed on appeal, but this is considered in 
legal circles unlikely. Had Dickens proceeded 
in the same way as Mrs. Burnett he would 
bave made a large fortune out of the versions 
of his novels, for which he had never a cent. 
Immediately after the judgment Mrs. Bus- 
nett’s publishers applied to the Lord Cham- 
berlain to deliver up the copy of ‘‘Little Lord 
Fauntileroy’’ in his possession, in ac®Ordance 
with the Judge’s directions and have the 
passages constituting the infringement, that 
is practically the entire plan, expunged, and 
atthe same time asked him to revoke the 
license of the play. There being no precedent 
for allowing the piece to continue to be per- 
formed uniess the Lord Chamberlain retains a 
copy, Pigott, who acts as chief adviser of the 
Lord Chamberlain, advises that the demand 
be complied with. The Lord Chamberiain is 
not bound to do so In consequence, but seldom 
does anything, except at the suggestion of a 
subordinate, who practically performs the 
duties of the office. Even if ‘‘Fauntieroy’’ 
continues to be performed, the unauthorized 
adaptations will probably henceforth be

DR. WALSH, 
The Archbishop of Dublin on the Papal 
Rescript. 


Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
DcBtLin, May 11.—In a letter te yesterday's 


Freeman's Journal, the Most Rev. Dr. Walsh, 


Archbishop of Dublin, gives a contradiction 
to the published statements from Kome in 
which his own name has been mentioned. In 


no single instance that he has seen, do the ref- 


erences to himself contain even the amalest 


On the subjectof the re- 
script His Grace observes: ‘‘It is well to have 
three things most distinctly understood in Ire- 
land; first, that a most determined effort has 
been made, or rather that for a considerable 
time past a series of such efforte have been 
made, to bring under the unfayorable jodg- 
ment of the Holy See the Irish Nationalist 
movement, or at least the Irish National 
League; secondly, that the tactics relied upon 
for the accomplishment of the design were 
skilfuily chosen, and consisted, in fact, in an 
effort to identify the league and the movement 
generally with methods of action which ua- 
doubtedly bad, in many instances, been used 
im furtherance of the work of the league in 
particular localities, and, thirdiy, that the

POPE LEO DISPLEASED. 


The Holy Father Talks About the Receni 
Pentifical Rescript. 


Fpecial Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

RoME, May“11.—The Pope, speaking yester- 
day with a person belonging to his court, took 
exception to the remarks made by Mr. Parnell 
on the rewent pontifical rescript. His Holi- 
ness eaid that as the plan of campaign and 
the practice of boycotting met with the dis- 
approval of the Nationalists themselves, it 
was all the more the duty of the Ouriato 
point out tothe people who are carried away 
by the eagerness of the struggle, 
the objectionable character of proceced- 
ings which are not in barmony with 
the dictates of Christian purity. 
The Pope and Cardinal Simeoni, the Prefect 
of the Propaganda, bave already received 
many Congratulations on the publication of 
the decree from prelates and other persons of 
high position. 

The Osserratore, the official organ of the Vat- 
jean, breaking silence on the subject for the 
first time, points outthe absurdity of the ac- 
cusation that tbe Pontiff is truckling to for- 
cign governments and _ sacrificing op- 
pressed nationalities, and observes that those 
who consider the decree as the result of 
recent pressure or persuasion from Eng’ 
land display extraordinary ignorance of 
the whole affair.

A GREAT ENTERPRISE. 


American and Canadian Capitalists to Build 
Railroads in Brazil. 


By Telegraph to the Post-D1sPpaTCH. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., May 11.—The dispatch 
from Ottawa, Canada, toa New York paper 
states thata syndicate headed by J. J. C. Ab- 
bott, member of the Dominion Ministry, com- 
manding British capital to the extent of $100,- 
000,000, has been formed to undertake railway 
works in Brazil. It is learned here that such 
asyndicate has been formed, composed of 


leading New York bankers and merc’ ants and 
representative New England capitalists with 
some of the principal Canadian Pacific capit- 
alists. It is stated that ronces- 
sions, subsidies and contracts have been 
obtained from the Government of Brazil of 
enormous value, and thatthe first undertak- 
ing of the syndicate will be the establishment 
of a transportation line from the port of Para, 
Brazil, i00 miles from the southern mouth of 
the Amazon, by the Tocantins, Araguaya and 
Vermelho Rivers, tothe city of Goyoz. The 
Tocantins is navigable by large steamers for 
about two hundred and fifty miles from Para, 
and then is obstructed by a series of rapids 
for about seventy miles. A line of railroad is 
to be built around these rapids and more than 
250,000 infles of navigation established on the 
Upper Tocantins, and its great tributaries, 
and the southern ports of Goyoz province 
brought into direct conaéction with Para. 

It is said that land grants have been made by 
the Government and money voted for coloni- 
zationon a grand scale. Arrangements are 
now being made in- Burope for the introduc- 
tion of colonists. The region to be developed 
and colonized is the central interior of Brazil, 
An historical as well as commercial signifi- 
cance attaches to this enterprise, inasmuch as 
in 1553 there was a greatagitation inthe United 
States, led by the famous Lieut. Maury of the 
United States Navy, over the opening of the 
Amazon to the trade ofthe world. The region 
was explored in 1844 by a scientificcommission 
sent out by the French Government under 
Count Castieman, who pictures the region as 
anearthly paradise and declares that south- 
ern Goyoz is not only the richest country in 
the world in precious metals, goldand dia- 
monds, but thatits climate and agricultural 
resources are unequalled. The party of four 
engineers which sailed onthe steamer Ad- 
vance of the United States-Brazil line from 
Newport News, Va., took from New Yorka 
large steam launch of the Herreshoff model 
and a complete outfit for the expedition. The 
party after locating the line of railroad around 
the rapids of the Tocantins, will continue 
their journey to the city of Goyoz.

PHILADELPRBIA, Pa., May 11.—The produe- 
tion of iron and steel in the United States in 
i887 is officially reported by the American 
Iron & Steel Association as follows: In gross 
tons—Pig iron, 6,417,148; Bessemer steel ingots, 
2,956,083; Bessemer steel rails, 2,101,904; open- 
hearth steel ingots, 322,069; open-hearth steel 
rails, 17,145; crucible steel ingots, 75,376; rolled 
iron, except rails, 2,290,569; fron rails, 20,591; 
pig, scrap and ore blooms, 38,666; kegs of cut 
nails (100 pounds), 6,908,870. 

In the two years irom 1885 to 1887 we in- 
creased our production of pig iron 58 per cent, 
our production of Bessemer steel ingots 93 
per cent, our production of Bessemer steel 
rails 1l9 per cent, our production of open- 
hearth steel ingots 14] per cent and our pro- 
duction of rolled iron 43 per cent.

THE MODEL. 
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IT BOTHERED THE BROKERS. 


A Startling Financial Announcement as 
Viewed on ‘‘the Street.”’ 


An announcement in this morning’s Globe- 
Democrat gave rise toa great deal of discus- 
sion, and not a little mystification in financial 
circles. The paragragh, which appeared in 
the editorial column, ran as follows: 


‘*The Treasury purchases of gold thus far 
this week have been much smaller than they 
were even in the first week of the buying. The 
offers, however, have been fully up to the 
average. The prices asked have been but 
little above the market price, and in many 
cases not above it atall. It is evident that Sec- 
retary Fairchild, inthis matter, jis too pica- 
yunish for the country’s good.’’ 


A representative of the PostT-DISPATCH, with 
the intention of in some measure dissipating 
the darkness to which the perusal! of the above 
paragraph had given rise, circulated among 
the bankers and brokers in search of some ray 
of light, but was unable to obtain any infor- 
mation calculated to dispel the fog, as those 
most interested in financial matters were in 
complete ignorance of the transaction re- 
ferred to. 

JOHN W. DONALDSON, 
in discussing the statement, said: *‘I thought 
that I kept up with what was going on in 
financial circles, but see that I am far more 
behind the times than I had any ideaof, §Sil- 
ver I know that the Treasury is obliged by 
law to purchase, but never before was aware 
that weekly purchases of gold were made. 
Why any one should expect to sell gold above 
the market price passes my comprehension, 
and why Secretary Fairchild should be 
blamed for not paying a high price for the 
commodity which of ali others is the most 


stable in value, seems to me not a little 
strauge. Ifbonds had been referred to, the 
item would have been vy! clear, but as 
itstands I donot know what itmeans. Live 
and learnis a motto which no man should 
forget.’’ 

ALBERT G. EDWARDS 
after reading the paragraph carefully, said: 
‘*T have been for many years sub-Treasurer in 
St. Louis, and thought that I knew the busi- 
ness of the Treasury Department, but this 
item shows me that i have been livingina 
fool’s paradise. I must acknowledge thatIdo 
not know whatit means. As far as my memory 
goes the Secretary of the Treasury never 
bought, and never was expected to buy gold 
above the market price, and that his conduct 
should be characterized as picayunish because 
he does not overbid the market is simply in- 
explicable tome. Then I do not understand 
why he should be blamed for not buying more 
gold than was purchased during the first week 
of buying. Gold is certainly bought for coin- 
age as needed, but never before have I heard 
of its being bought at regular intervals. The 
first week of buying must refer to some time 
during the last century, but why it should be 
contrasted with the present time is more than 
Ican comprehend. The Government buys so 
much silver every month, and latterly has 
been purchasing bonds, but gold stands just 
as italways did. IfMr. Fairchild had been 
criticised for his conduct in regard to either 
bonds or silver, I could probably bave of- 
fered some explanation, but, asitis, I must 
acknowledge complete ignorance of the trans- 
action referred to.’’ 

PAGE M’PHERSON, 
after carefully perusing the paragraph, re- 
marked: ‘‘Idon’t know what it means. I 
would have been likely to hear ofitift there 
had been any great and unusual demand for 
gold coin, but if such isthe caseIlam entirely 
ignorant of it. All the foolsare not dead yet 
if any holders of gold bullion expect the Gov- 
ernment to pay more for that metal than itis 
selling for in open market. That they 
should make a virtue of offering it 
at ‘little abovethe market price’ seems to 
me utterly incomprehensible.

CONGRESSMAN SCOTT DELIVERS HIS GREAT. 
SPEECH ON THE TARIFF BILL. 


* 


The Pennsylvania Member Attacks the Pro- 
tectionists and Praises the Work of the 
Democratic Members of the Ways and 
Means Committee—Hot Shot at Monopo-~ 
lies—Senator Turpie’s Case. 


WaSHINGTON, D. C., May 11.—After the 
morning business had been finished the House 
went into committee of the whole on the tariff 
bili, and Mr. Scott took the floor. Mr. Scott 
began his speech with a defense of the science 
of political economy and the correctness 
of its conclusions. He asked whether this 
great country, 60,000,000 strong, with inven- 
tive genius keener, with labor, more skilled 
than any other people on the giobe, should 
decline to compete for supremacy in the 
marts of mankind, and continue forever to 
trade among ourselves under the insane de- 
lusion that we were growing rich by the pro- 
cess. 

‘‘Our friends, the enemy, said, ‘Yes, let 
us build a Chinese wall around this young and 
vigorous people, whose eager enterprise al- 
ready chafes under the bonds of nature, and 
if we cannot make it wholly impervious, let us 
make it as nearly so as wecan.’’’ They 
were Bourbons, Bourbons all, and of the 
densest kind. Their faces were turned back- 
ward, not forward; they were look- 
ing through the dismal shades of 
the dead past, not through the glow- 
ing day of the living present. The Dill 
was framed in the interest of the people—of 
the whole people. It was intended in the first 
instance, to stay the mounting surplus in the 
Treasury, threatening overwhelming and 


possibly immediate disaster, even now vividly 
impending; and@ second, to relieve, as far as 
pradence would permit at this time, the over- 
burdened industries of the country from ex- 
cessive taxation, the proceeds of which do not 
pass into the Treasury, but go directly 
to the support of grasping monopolies, 


which were, for the most part, 
combined in utterly indefensible and atro- 
ciously oppressive trusts. If the bill did not 
measurably accomplish these purposes it was 
because the majority of the Ways and Means 
Committee was incompetent to frame such a 
law, and of that the country would be the 
judge. 

A bill has been introduced bya member 
of this House (the Randall bill), 
and referred to the committee, which 
provided a large reduction of internal taxes, 
and dealt very curiously indeed with customs 
duties. Atthe sametime of its introduction 
the Republican press, theugh opposed to tar- 
iff reform, was loud in praise of it asa billon 
which all could unite, not only gentlemen on 
the other side of the House, but gentiemen 
on this side also, who were supposed to 
differ with the majority. It is fair 
to presume that those who had inconsiderate- 
ly approved this remarkable bill did not un- 
derstand its provisions. Covering 127 pages, 
it was too voluminous to be analyzed without 
great labor. 

But, taking the fron and steel schedule as a 
fair index of the genius of the proposed Dill 
and the one with which the member introduc- 
ing it was supposed to be most familiar, 
one which he would naturally desire to con- 
form most nearly to the demands of his imme- 
diate constituents or advisers, and passing 
judgment on tne whole from this, it was safe 
to say that it was not in line with revenue re- 
form; not in the interest of the consumer nor 
the middleman nor the manufacturer; in 
truth and In fact, it increased the burdens of 
every avocation, every industry, the iron 
worker as well as the farmer. 

QTAKING IT ITEM BY ITEM, 
it gave the astounding result that for every 
dollar of reduction of duties in the iron sched- 
ule, $26 were added to the burdens of the pub- 
lic, already too onerous to be borne. Instead 
of reducing taxation as advised by the Admin- 
istration; instead of checking the flow of the 
people's money into a treasury al- 
ready dangerously full; instead of 
relieving a tax-ridden people clamor- 
ous for relief; instead of following 
in-line withthe declarations of every pub- 
lic officer this Government has ever had, that 
when we were collecting more money than 
was needed taxes ought to be reduced, this 
bill actually proposed to increase them. The 
majority of the Committee on Ways and 
Means realized and appreciated the condition 
of affairs existing in the country to-day, 
and however desirous they might be to extend 
that full measure of relief tothe wage-workers 
and the great agricultural classes of the coun- 
try to which they are so justly entitled, in- 
vested capital still had its claims upon 
them. Keeping these objects in view, it had 
sought, first, to relieve these manufacturing 
industries by placing on the free list, as far 
as it possibiy could, such articles as were es- 
sentially necessary to them to enable them to 
compete, net only in their home markets, 
but in the markets of the world; 
secondly, in the revision and readjustment of 
the various schedules, under the existing 
tariff, to leave ample duties on all merchan- 
dise that could possibly be imported from 
abroad in competition with our home prod- 
ucts and to protect our bome manufacturers 
andthe labor employed by them. Since the 
Secretary of the Treasury had resumed the 
purchase of bonds this month (May) the 
amount offered and purchased would not 
equal even the surplus of tne daily taxes col- 
lected from the people, after paying there- 
from the daily expenses of the Government. 
The bill now under consideration had been 
formed for the double purpose of reducing 
the surplus and relieving the country 
ot needless taxation. The changes 
made, the majority of the committee 
believed, will accomplish these objects; but 
he wished to be clearly understood thatthe 
interests of labor had been steadily held in 
view at every stage of the proceedings, and 


that this bill furnished that protection to 
labor which his opponents professed to give, 
but to which their policy had been directly 
opposed. The effect of the bill would be, not 
to reduce his wages, but to lessen to him 
the cost of the necessaries of life and 
to decrease his dependence upon the em- 
ployer. Extremepoverty and liberty never 
existed together. Starving men and women 
could not be free. 

Protection, so-called, would add no penny 
to the wage-worker’s pay or give one day’s% 
additional labor In the year, but it would rob 
him of an undue proportion of his earnings to 
purchase the necessaries of life and keep 
him a trembling dependent, since the recent 
history of this country showed that the ten- 
dency of the protected Industries was toward 
combination in the form of trusts under 
which production was arbitrarily suspended, 
raising prices to the consumer and throwing 
the workman out of his job. Monopoly more 
terrible, more dangerous to the liberties of 
a country, more oppressive to the laborer, 
could not be imagined. 

THE OVERBURDENED FARMERS. 

Upon no ciass of our people did the present 
fiscal burdens of our country bear so heavily 
as upon the farming class. One of the strong 
arguments that the protectionist made to the 
fariner was the home market that protection 
was alleged to insure for his product. It was 
a fallacy and a fraud, and intelligent farmers 
would not be longer deceived by it. Turning 
his attention to the metal schedule of the 
bill, Mr. Scott cited the case of the Edgar 
Thomson Stee! Works as exhibiting the opera- 
tions ofa monopoly duty swelling the profits 
ofthe manufacturer into most unreasonabie 
and even appalling figures, whilst adding 
nothing to the wages of labor, either 
common or skilled, and at the same 
time restricting the market of the farmer 
for his produce, through simply pillaging him 
upon his purchases of implements and ap- 
parel. He calledthe attention of the House 
and of the country to the new and nat- 
ural force, which, in his opinion 
was destined to revolutionize, in- 
deed, had already in a large degree, 
revolutionized some departments of American 
manufactures. He alluded to natural gas. It 
was used at the Edgar Thomson works; but it 
appeared that the economy of its use had not 
as yet enabled the proprietors to reduce the 
price of their product, orto add anything to 
the wages paid. It was the cheapest and 
most effective fuel ever discovered or in-

wages paidin the United States, I am cred- 
ibly informed that if 5 cents per pound is re- 
moved from Donskoi and other carpet wools, 
we cancompete with the worldon carpets, 
and keep our home market.’’ The aim of the 
majority of the committee bad been to 
readjust the duties upon woolen and worsted 
goods, so as to enable the manufacturers not 
only to pay the same wages they are now pay- 
ing, but to cheapen goods, thus enabling 
them to command the home market, which 
they are largely deprived of, and to compete 
inthe foreign one. Free raw wool and the 
duties proposed onthe manufacture of woo! 
would accomplish that object unless 


_the committee was grievously mistaken. Im- 


mediately wool wasfree our manufacturers 
would begin to draw upon the markets of the 
world for raw material to meet the American 
demand, The result would be an advance in 
wool in -foreign markets, and an advance 
abroad would advance the price here, the 
tariff or no tariff. 
DEFENSE OF AMERICAN INDUSTRY. 

In conclusion he said: ‘*We are here, sir— 
we, the majority of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee and of this House—in defense of Amer- 
ican industry. We alone offer it protection, we 
seek alone the independence and aggrand:ze- 
ment of domestic labor by liberating it from 
unuatural restraints and allowing it the un- 
disturbed possession and complete enjoyment 
of its own earning. The other side offer it— 
what? A monopolized market in which to buy 
the necessaries of life on the one had, and the 
rien a labor market subject to the caprice of 

rusts. 

*‘Will laboring men accept that generous 
tender and vote with the monopaly party un- 
der coercion of the employer? it they do, 
the hideous disaster, foreseen by Jefferson, as 
the natural result of the restrictive and sub- 
sidy policy, willrush down upon us and the 
Government of the Union will pass into the 
hands of those who openly propose to per- 
vert its powers and employ them to plunder 
the people for their own encroachment. I 
don’t believe, sir, that American liberty is 
destined to be extinguished in this ignomini- 
ous fashion. Surviving, as it has, armed as- 
saultand every form of intrigue, it will not 
perish of the base corruption of subsidy, it 
will not be throttled by mere greeds or smoth- 
ered by vile monopoly.’’

THE EASTERN LINES START ACUTIN CATTLE 
RATES. 


The Rate Reduced 10 Cents from Chicago 
and St. Louis—Ahother Atchison Sensa- 
tion—The Company Saidto Be After the 
Frie—Nerthwestern Kate Troubles—Gen- 
eral News. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DIsPatcnr. 

New York, May 11.—The Eastern ‘Trunk 
Line railroads began to cut freight rates yes- 
terday. They have started in by reducing 
live stock rates from Chicago to New York 
from 35 to 25 cents per100 pounds. The meet- 
ing that ended in the adoption of this cut-rate 
policy was the liveliest that Pool 
Commissioner Fink’s office has known 
in many a month. All the railroads 
in the Trunk Line Pool were 
represented except the Graud Trunk. The 
absence of the Grand Trunk was because that 
road is guilty of the particular offense that 
has precipitated this war. Managers of the 
Pennsylvania, the New York Central, the 
Lake shore, the Canada Southern, the Michi- 
gan Central, the Erie, the Lackawanna, the 
West Shore, all but the Grand Trunk, were on 
hand and every one was full of fight. 

THE MEETING BEGAN 

at ll o’clock and it did not adjourn until 5 
o’clock in the afternoon. But there was not a 
minute allthe hours through that had not 
plenty of interest init. Charges and counter 
charges occupied much of the time. There 
was not a road represented that was not ac- 
cused by some other road of cutting rates on 
the sly, and there was scarcely one 
present that did not frankly admit that 
the charges were true, each offender being 
content to answer each accuser: ‘‘ Well, you’ve 
cut, too.’’ Before yesterday's meeting be- 

an much bad blood was shown in conferences 

eld at the Windsor Hotel and in Wall street 
for informal discussions of the situation. The 
Vanderbilt interests were solid for heroic 
treatment. The New York Centrai was in 
favor of cutting the 65-cent dressed beéf rate 
at one dash down to 20 cents and the 
Pennsylvania men talked of prospective 10 
cent ana li cent tariffs. It was with views like 
these in vogue thatthe meeting opened. But 
before long came atangie that spread out a 
good deal further than the dressed-beef ques- 
tion and a general cross-fire of charges and 
counter charges began, in which the 
Grand Trunk was notone whit more the de- 
fendant than any of the other trunk lines. The 
result was that finally, after much talk had 
been listened too, it was voted that, for the 
present, dressed beef rates would be left un- 
touched; but that live stock rates should be 
cut from 35 to 25 cents. 

THB EFFECT OF THIS REDUCTION 

is that it gives to the live stock shippers of the 
West arate which, it is declared. will enable 
them to compete with dressed beef in this mar- 
ket even when brought at the Grand Trunk cut 
rate. By failing to cut dressed beef, the New 
York Central, Pennsylvania and other roads 
stiliin the Trunk Line Pool, practically driv e 
the dressed-beef traffic over to the Grand 
Trunk while keeping the live stock trafic to 
themselves. It isthus a revivalof the old 
warin which the railroads figured as back- 
ing the live stock magnates against the 
magnates of the dressed- beef inter- 
est. Inasmuch as the main object sought by 
the dressed beef a in getting the cut rate 
over the Grand Trunk was to have the live- 
stock shippers at a disadvantage, it is proba- 
ble that a drive will be made at once to get the 
Grand Trunk to make its 45-cent rate still 
lower, although all the opponents of the 
Grand Trunk insist there is not a penny in the 
business even at 45 cents. Yesterday’s meet- 
ing adjourned without anything like the usual 
pledges being given to maintain rates. 


St. Louis Rates Reduced. 


Following the reduction made from Chicago 
on cattle the rate from St. Louisto the East 
has also been reduced on live cattle from 30 
cents to 20 cents. 


The South Pennsylvania, 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 11.—The action of 
the South Pennsylvania stockholders at their 
meeting in New York on Wednesday in voting 
to proceed with the construction of the road 
was no surprise tothe Pennsylvania Railroad 


officials. They have been expecting it, and 
are moving in thesuit brought against the 
stockholders in New York State. Efforts have 
been nade to have aneéarly date fixed fora 
hearing, but it is understood the defendants 
desire to amend their answer somewhat, 
and the application for the appointment 
of an examiner to take testimony 
will be deferred until this has been attended 
to. It was announced to-day that in reorgan- 
izing the South Pennsylvania Co., it is 
not proposed to apply for anothercharter, but 
to build and operate the road under the fran- 
chises it possesses at present. This will re- 
tain to the company its valuable traffic con- 
tracts with the Reading & Pittsburg Y pete Lake 
Erie Roads. No new contract is contemplated 
as the original one Is considered very satisfac- 
tory to ail parties. This contract stipu- 
lated that the Pittsburg & Lake Erie, 
the South Pennsylvania and the Reading 
should jointly form a through line and that 


each company should send over it all the busi-g 


ness it could control. Each road could fix 
local rates for the traffic passing between any 
points on itsownlineand any point on the 
next connecting line, while through traffic is 
declared to mean any business originating at 
Philadeiphia or Allentown and points east or 
south of these pluces or in the anthracite coal 
fields and destined to points west of the 
Youghioghany River or vice versa. 


Northwestern Rates. 


CHICAGO, Ill., May 11.—A local paper says: 
‘*Ithas developed that the elaborate distance 
tariff which the Iowa roads put Into effect 
Wednesday was only adopted conditionally, 


and that there is more than a fair prospect 
that rates all over the State of Iowa will drop 
10 to 12 per cent before the end of the month. 
The Lilinois Central and the new lowa rates 
are too high in comparison with St. Paul 
rates and,in consequence, place lowa shippers 
ata disadvantage. It, however, has agreed to 
adopt the new lowa tariff ifthe Northwestern 
roads will agree to advance rates to St. Paul 
about 30 per cent, so asto equalize the Iowa 
and St. Paul tariffs. A meeting of the North- 
western roads has been called for next Tues- 
day to consider the proposition. In the event, 
which is considered acertainty, that the roads 
do not agree to advance rates in the North- 
west, the Lilinois Central will atonce give 
notice that it will put into effect a new dis- 
tance tariff reducing its rates on all lines in 
Iowa 10 to 12 per cent.

10-per cent reduction in local and through 
rates all over the State of lowa. It may Be 
added, as an indication of the sentiment of the 
freight agents, that at the recent meeting at 
which this matter was considered, a resolution 
was adopted, stating in effect, that in the 
event of afailure to advance St. Paul rates, 
any road would be justified in issuing its own 
individual distance tariff. This resolution 
has, however, until now been kept a profound 
secret by the railroad officials.’’

CURIOUS FACTS DEVELOPED IN INQUIRY 
INTO CHAS. ZIEFLE’S DEATH. 


The Corpse Exhumed—A Erown Wig Found 
Coverigg Mis Sandy Hair—His Mustache 
Dyed Brown—His Only Living Relatiys 
in Ignorance of His Death Until Afte, 
His Burial—History of the Case.

STRANGE CIRCUMSTANCES.

his death. We had the body takenupa week 
ago yesterday, and, when the coffin wag 
opened, I could not recognize my brother, 
His mustache was dyed, and he wore a curly 
wig of the color of the dye. When the 
wig was noticed I took it off 


and then recognized my brother. It wis 
Charlie Sticie. Why his moustache had beey 
dyed or the wig putonIcannottell, Chariie 
was about 35 years old, his hair and mustache 
were sandy incolor. The —— put on him was 
adark brown. He never dyed his moustache. 
When we saw these things we were convinced 
something was wrong, and since that time 
Detective Voorhees has been atwork. (n tue 
register at the Sommerer the name was Selby.

Leud Demands Made for Its Improvement— 
A Negiécted Read. 

People who drive, whether they own their 
fiyers or rent their hacks, are no inconsidera- 
bie portion ef the population just now, and 
their claims and remonstrances are alike en- 
titled to a hearing. This is especially the case 
on Sundays, when the Lindell avenue boule- 
vard is at times rendered almost danger- 
ous by rapidly revolving wheels of buggies 
and of bicycles, together with the rush ofa 


multitude of horsemen. The dust in the after- 
noon is absolutely painful at times by reason 
of the scant watering afforded the drive, and 
the result is that instead of being a boulevard 
where those out for an airing may sedately 
meee their way, the magnificent approach to 
orest Park is but too often astretch over which 
riders and driversepeed to avoid the dust 
with closed eyes and open mouths, in a wild 
scramble for the refresking verdure and cool- 
ness of the k. There is still another fine 
stretch of road, however, that horseback 
riders have come to look upen with kindly 
eyes, and which bovers of animated horsefiesh 
would like to see improved after the manner 
designed. This is the Forest Park boulevard, 
lying to the south of Laclede avenue, and 
which if paved and cared for would be just 
such another driveway asthe Lindell avenue 
boulevard. It would be especialiy accessible 
to the residents of South St. Louis, and if im- 


roved would share the opors of 
ashion’s outing with its neighbor to 
the north, so that the two boulevards 


would cater to the demandsof the most fas- 
tidious. This driveway in embryo extends at 
resent from Forest Park on the west to 
abanne avenue on the east, the road never 
having been cut through to Grand avenue. Be- 


gining at the pump at the east end 
of the park the road stretches 
eastward to Boyle avenue, with a 


width of 150 feet. Thus far it is improved, but 
here the good work has ended. To the east of 
Boyle avenue the drive forks into two roads 
that circle a flat or depression, and which 
are shaded for some distance by spreading 
trees, while there isstill another advantage 
eee by the forthcoming boulevard in 
bp wewtd ogg | nature, which rests man 
and horse alike. ‘pat horsemen desire is 
that the drive be improved east of Boyle av- 
enue and then extended clear through to 


Grand, the advantages of which would be 
many, now that the Grand av- 
enue bridge is completed. Ten years 


ago Page avenue, from Grand to Union, was a 
favorite thoroughfare with drivers and riders, 
and, though its prestige bas vanished since 


the Lindell boulevard was completed 
and the speeding tracks at the parks 
are available, it still offers a good 
approach to the western center of 


interest. That is, the approach would be good 
were it kept free from dust, the grade leveled 
and the holes filled. As itis, people in North 
St. Louis who would drive tothe park must 
choose a route via Grand avenue till the Lin- 
dell avenue boulevard is reached.

THEY WERE FOOLED.

The Fight Between Danforth and Havlina 
Disappointment. 


A dispatch to yesterday’s Cincinnati Enquirer 
from Boston tells of the tame fight between 
Danforth and Haviin as follows: Tommy 
Danforth, the clever featherweight of New 
York, and Jack Havlin of this city, fought an 
eighteen round draw battle here to-night. The 
fight was expected to be a desperate battle, 
and the 250 sporting men who paid $5 for the 
privilege of seeing the mill were greatly dis- 
appointed, as it proved to be the tamest that 


has taken place in this vicinity. The men 
fought with two-ounce gloves for a purse of 


Danforth was seconded by Harry Foster and 
James White of New York, and Haviin was 
attended by Tom O’Rourke and Jack Will- 
iams. Spencer Williams officiated as referee. 
Jack McAuliffe was one of the judges, and B. 
H. Benton acted as time-keeper. The first 


least | two rounds were very tame, Only a few light

blows being struck. Inthe third round the 
only damage done was by Danforth, who 
struck Haviin with his left on the right eye, 
causing it to swell a little. In the fourth 
round Danforth landed his left and right sev- 
eral times on Havlin’s jaw and face, and 
the New Yorker received a wicked left- 
handeronthe righteye that made it swell 
considerably. Inthe fifth Danforth planted 
his left severaltimes on Havlin’s head, jaw 
and nose and received only aslight blow in 
the wind. Havlin began forcing the fighting in 
the sixth, and his left was placed with con- 
siderable force on Danforth’s head, jaw and 
mouth, making the blood flow copiously from 
the latter place. The seventh opened with 
Danforth striking the Boston man on the face, 
nearly knocking Havlin off nis feet. The 
round closing by the New Yorker landing with 
hisright on Havlin’g righteye. Both men 
looked determined in the eighth, and after 
Havlin placed his left on Danforth’s wind the 
latter countered with his right on the jaw. 
After Havlin had reached Danforth’s chin, 
chest and jaw with his left he received a right- 
hand upper cut on the jaw. In the ninth 
round only afew blows were struck, Havlin’s 
doing the most damage. Frum the tenth up 
to the fifteenth round Havlin had the best of 
the fighting and punished the New Yorker 


severely. Several times he landed his 
left on Danforth’s nose and on 
his mouth, ribs and jaw, and 


the latter in vain tried to get hisrighton the 
Boston boy’s jugular, and he did succeed in 
getting in a few times on Havlin’ head, 
chest, nose and eye. In the sixteenth and 
seventeenth rounds Havlin’s head and jaw 
received some wicked right and left-hand- 
ers, while the Boston boy retaliated with 
right and left on the New  Yorker’s 
face, left eye and jaw. In the _ eigh- 
teenth and last round Danforth rushed 
at Havlin and landed twice with 
right on the face. The latter struck Dan- 
forth on the right eye with his left, anda sec- 
ond later landed the same hand on the New 
Yorker's chest and face, The rourd ended by 
Daniorth giving Havlin a terrific right-hand 
upper cut on the face that staggered the Bos- 
ton fighter. As Danforth refused to continue 
the referee declared the battle a draw. Both 
men will now probably be matched to fight to 
a finish with skin gloves.

A PECULIAR KICK. 


Pittsburg Sports Object te a Certain Way of 
Paying Ball Combinations. 


An unusual kick occurred inthe base ball 
pool-rooms yesterday. Owing tothe rain at 
yarious places, four of the six games posted 
on the boards were postponed or called before 
the necessary five innings were played. In 
consequence each line on the six-ciub combi- 
nation board having two winning clubs on it 


was marked up asa winner, and the money, 
after being divided into as many parts as 
there were winning lines, was paid pro-rata to 
the holders of tickets of the various winning 
numbers. 

Some of the players did not get back the sum 
ortgtae’y invested, while others received four 
and five for one. The shorts madea vigorous 
protest, claiming that under norules of bet- 
ting could they win and still get less than the 
original investment. The general under- 
standing in betting of this character is that a 
person who takes a chance of winning one or 
two hundred to one on the investment as- 
sumes the risk of accident, postponement, etc, 
His wager is not confined to one, two or three 
clubs, buttotheentire six, and, as in the 
instance yesterday, he had a chance of getting 
four or five to one for his sage without get- 
ting any action so faras the playing of four 
gawes was concerned. 

In faro, in case of a ‘‘split,’’ whereby «a 
card wins orlosesin turn, the dealer by the 
rule of the game, takes 50 per cent of the 
money bet onthe card. This is a severe rule, 
but is generally recognized. Often times, ina 
horse race, after one,two or three choices 
have been sold, the field, maybe containing 
five or six horses, is sold to a buyer, who has 
the misfortune of seeing the most valuable 
horses in the lot scratched. Yet if he 
has one starter the pool goes. 
It was argued that in horse combimation 
tickets, where a man guesses say three win- 
ners and the fourth horse is drawn on which 
his ticket ends, he gets his money back. This 
is true enough, but itis not & parallel case, as
